MANILA, Nov. ¥9.-—-The government con- 
templates asking the military: to aid in the 
extermination of the ladronés in the prov- 
inces bordering on Manila. The plan is to: 
have the military coéperate with the civil 
authorities, the latter not surrendering entire 


control to the army. The ladrones are active |. 


in the provinces of Rizal, Bulacan, and 
Cavite. They have committed many depre- 
dations, levied tribute, and terrorized the 
people. In some Instances they have pene- 
trated the barrios close to Manila. 

The constabulary have been vigorously 
used against them, without complete success, 
but it ts belleved that with the aid of the 
military they can be quicklygexterminated. 
A vigorous campaign by native volunteers 
that were organized in Bulacan province 
has driven the ladrones into Rigal province. 
The first joint operation will pi®bably be in 
the latter province. Gen. Davis has strength- 
ened the garrisons in Rizal province, and 
will coöperate with the constabulary. A 
big campaign is expected. 

The army will be asked to garrison and 
protect the largest towns while the constabu- 
lary takes the field. The further extent of 


the military assistance will depend on cir-’ 


cumstances. It is also said that martial la w 
will be proclaimed and the writ of habeas 
corpus suspended in Cavite province when 
the campaign commences. ~ 
Ladronism has been quelled by the con- 
stabulary in many other parts of the islands, 
including the province of Tayabas, where 
Rios’ band has been completely broken up. 


Railroad Asks a Franchise. 


The Manila and Dagupan railway has ap- 
plied for a franchise to bui!d a branch from 


Guigeto to Cabanatuan. The company an- | 


nounces that later it desires to extend the 
line from Cabanatuan across the mountains 
and down the Cagacan valley to Aparri. It 
asks the government to give it the right of 
way and certain tax concessions. The 
Philippine commission plans to give a public 
hearing preparatory to drafting a railway 
line. It is expected that Americans will 
seek to obtain franchise, as the Aparri 
line will be ah important link in the island’s 
railway system in the future. 


Coast Shipping Bill Published. 


The draft of a coastwise shipping bill is 
published. It permits foreign vessels to 
trade coastwise until 1904. The governor is 
empowered to create a commission to regu- 
late freight rates. The law makes all coast- 
ing vessels common carriers in order to pre- 
vent the present practice of the trading com- 
panies operating steamers of discriminating 
against rival producers. It yrovides that 
vessels carrying Chinese crews to give bonds 
to prevent the entry of the Chinese as resi- 
dents of the Philippines. The payment of 
duties will be required on vessels’ supplies 
purchased abroad. 

The commissionywill give a public hearing 
on the bill before enacting it into a law. 


Wright Talks of Philipines. 


HONOLULU, Nov. 1.—The

The ensembles were all 
higglety-piggiety as regards musical tempo, 
ond the movements and gestures of the 
chorus had a go-as-you-please quality’ that 
robbed them of snappiness and life. 

The performance seemed tedious, in conse- 
quence, for the piece itself is about as light, 
weight and as invertebrate as anything the 
Lederer workshop has ever turned out, and. 
it the saving grace of a brisk presentation 
be denied such a product the result is apt 
to be disastrous. . 

The performers, both principals and chorus, 
seem to have become so cocksure of ‘their 
work from frequent repetition of it, that they 
have grown careless.

LOSES $9,000 BY A 


BOTSFORD’S oF 
SECRETARY’S SHORTAGE. 


3 APOPLEXY 
THE PROBABLE CAUSE. 


One of the Leading Homeopathic Phy- 
sicians iu Chicago, a Writer on 
‘Medical Subjects, and Professor of 
Children’s Dise in a Local Col- 
lege—Resident ‘ot the City Nearly 
Thirty Years—Identified with Num- 
ber of Professional Organisations. 

Dr. Robert Newton Tooker, one ot the lead - 
ing homeopathic physicians in Chicago, and 
prominent as a writer on medical subjeets, 
died suddenly yesterday morning at his 
residence, 268 Dearborn avenue. 

Dr. Tooker appeared to be in his usual 
health Saturday evéning, but when a family 
servant found him in the bathroom’ about 
7 o'clock yesterday morning the indications 
were that life had been extinct several hours. 

Apoplexy is thought to have been the. 
cause of death. Dr. Robert Tooker Jr., a son 
of the deceased, said his father had had a 
stroke of apoplexy about eighteen months 
ago, but had not shown any signs of failing 
health recently. 


Active in Medical Field. 

Dr. Tooker was a robust man, 61 rears old. 
He was president ot the Illinois H opa thic 
Medical association, ex- president of the Chi- 
cago Academy of Homieopathic Physicians’ 
and Surgeons, and a member of the Amerti- 
can Institute of Homeopathists. 

He was ofie of the founders of-the Chi- 
cago Homeopathic Medical college, and at 
the time of his death was professor of dis- 
eases Of children in that institution, having 
been the author of a work on that subject. 

In addition to his labors for medical science 
Dr. Tooker was the inventor of the automatic 
door on fire alarm boxes, which is in use in 
most of the principal cities of the world. 

He was born in Rochester, N. I., March 
28, 1841.. After graduating from the Gene- 
see college at Lima, N. ., in 18598, he came 
to Chicago and studied medicine for two 
| years in Rush Medical college. 


Served One Year in the Army. 


In 1865 he entered the Bellevue Hospital 
Medical college in New York, graduating a 
few years later, and then served one year 
as acting assistant surgeon in the army. 
He settled iy Chicago in 1873. 

In 1868 Dr. Tooker married Miss Clara 
‘Johnson, who survives him, with three chil- 
dren—Dr. Robert Tooker Jr., Mrs. Harry 
Felix, and Miss Marion Tooker—all of whom 
live on the north side. ; 

Funeral services will be held tomorrow 
afternoon at the residence, with the Rev. 
Albert Lazenby of Unity church officiating.

Mr. Botsford is understood to have auf- j 
fered even more than the Provision Dealers’ 
dispatch through the loss of government 
bonds to which Goven had access. It is said 
that Goven borrowed money on these bonds 
to meet his losses in speculation. Some of 
the bonds are said to have been recovered. 
From friends to whom he hail loaned 
money Goven is sald to have collected about 
$500 a week ago last Friday, telling them he 
was broke and bidding them good-by.

PHILANTHROPY OR BUSINESS! 
Not long ago Tue had something 
to say about the work of that mediator be- 
tween employer and employé called the so- 
cial secretary... It wishes now to cail atten- 
tion to an article by: John Garrett Leigh in 
the current issue of the Economic Review. | 
‘Whether Mr. Leigh's article treats the sub- 
r 275 fully, and conclusively or not, it is at 
st an interesting exposition of one side 
of the case. 
The old Manchester, laissez faire, doc- 
trine, says Mr. Leigh, was the most perni- 
douse doctrine that unt ever cursed econo- 
mcs“ It assumed that the master would 
get all he could out of the man and that the 
man would yield as little as he could to the 
muster. It fostered sweating on the one side 
and scamping on the other. It made em- 
ployment a conscienceless struggle between 
employer and employé. This was wrong. 
‘But is the pseudo philanthropic doctrine 
less wrong? “ Personally,” says Mr. Leigh, 
“TI regard it as only a little less pernicious 
that laisse? faire. It has done much to un- 
dermine manhood, individuality of char- | 
acter, strenuousness of purpose. It pro- | 
duces modern and model villages, with li- 
braries and washhouses, all ripe for illus- 
trated advertisements. The model villages 
are régarded as paradises at which the peris |

But the ethical basis of the system is inse- 
eure. 
3 Why is it secure? First,“ says Mr.

Third, because the main con- 
tent of the ethics of employment is simple 
honesty, and what the master is called upon 
to do is simply to pay his man in negotiable 
cash the honest value of his work.”

What 
the employé wants is just wages and the 
power to use his wages in his own way. 
) Fairness, not favor, is his demand. The 
ec’, employer, on the other hand, is sometimes

ENGLISH HOSTILITY TO GERMANY. 

The German emperor is visiting England 
and his English kinsfolk. On Saturday he 
reviewed the dragoon regiment of which he 
is honorary colonel, and complimented the 
men on the fine record they had made in 
south Africa. Evidently it is the wish of 
the emperor to make himself agreeable to his 
hosts. But he is received with suspicion in- 
stead of the enthusiasm with which he would 
have been welcomed soon after his accession - 
to the throne. The prevailing impression is 
that he visits England not out of natural 
love and affection but because he wishes to 
get something for Germany which, perhaps, 
it is not forthe interest of Great Britain that 
he should get. | 

The Spectator, which is the chief mouth- 
piece of the newborn English spirit of dis- 
trust of and unfriendliness to Germany, has 
no doubt as to the general object of the 
emperor’s visit. It says that what Germany 
wants most of all is to keep Russia and 
France from coming to an understanding 
with Great Britain—an understanding 
which, if accomplished, would place Ger- 
many in a desperate position. The German 
policy has been, says the Spectator, to irxi- 
tate and annoy England and then to promise 
that the provocation shall cease in the event 
of an alliance between the two countries. 
Such an alliance, the Spectator says, must 
not be entered into, for German ill feeling 
would be less dangerous than the Russian 
and French hostility Which friendship with 
Germany would engender. i 

This is a theme on which the Spectator has | 
harped for months. It has, in a series of 
articles, sought to impress it upon the Eng- 
lish people that Germans hate them, and 
inevitably will continue to do so, and that 
German ill will should not be avoid- 
ed and need not be feared. It takes. 
the ground that between England and 
Russia or France there is not, abd cannot be, 
commercial rivalry.. Germany is the only 
mercantile rival—a rival who envies and 
who is seheming to steal away the commer- 
cial supremacy of England. Russia has no 
ambitions outside Asia. France has all the 
colonies she cares for. Germany has no colo- 
nies of value, and is burning with desire 
to get.gome of the valuable colonial posses- 
sions of Great Britain, With this end in 
view Germany is alleged to be endeavoring 
to isolate the English, so that when the 
critical moment comes they will be friend- 
less and may be stripped of their possessions 
and commerce. With this end in view Ger- 
many is making every effort to build up a 
great navy. 

The Spectator, thoroughly convinced that 
Germany is patiently and persistently, with 
Bismarckian craft and cunning, plotting the 
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Russia be given a free hand in China and in 
Persia, aud that friendly relations be culti- 
vated assiduously with France. It would 
attach both countries to England, confident 
that when that is done the power for evil 
of Germany will be at an end. | 
The Spectator is not, in its fierce anti- 
Germany erusade, an exponent of the senti- 
ments of all Englishmen. It does not repre- 
sent the Conservative English sentiment, 
which is unwilling to believe that Germany 
is the snake in the grass the Spectator con- 
tends it is, or that it can seriously harm 
England. But Englishmen have seen of late 


years many signs of popular hatred towards 


their country in Germany. Many of the 
things said by German papers and statesmen 


men deeply. There is not as yet English 
hostility towards Germany, but there is a 
total lack of cordiality—indeed, a growing 
spirit of unfriendliness. The Spectator is 
doing what it can to convert that unfriend- . 
liness into downright hatred. 
The emperor meets a, critical and distrust- 
ful audience in England, He is not received 
as Queen Victoria’s grandson paying a visit 
to his uncle, but as the monarch of a country 
which is England’s commercial rival who 
is seeking in every way to score a point in. 
favor of his country and, perhaps, against 
Great Britain. If he succeeds it will be evi- 
dence of his skill as a diplomatist. There 
are no indications that the German people 
are less hostile to England than they were 
a few months ago. They cherish commer- 
cial ambitions in the way of the realization 
of which England stands. The relations of 
Great Britain and Germany during the next 
few years will be watched with peculiar 
interest. 


THE SCHISM IN THE | 
Now that the opposition to the friars in 
the Philippines has resulted in the organizu- 
tion of a native Catholic church, and there 
has been a demonstration against the monas- 
tic orders which was not far from a riot, per- 
haps the vatican will be more inclined to 
agree to Judge Taft's proposals than hereto- 
fore. It is fruitless for the college of the 
propaganda to assert that the charges which | 
have been made against the friars are gross- 
ly exaggerated. It does not matter whether 
they are true or false. With or without | 
cause, the Filipinos are imbued with a dead- 
ly hatred of the regular orders, which has 
led some 30,000 in Manila to join evangelical 
churches and others to follow Father Agli- 
pay, the “bishop of the Filipino Catholic. 
church. 
It is not likely that the Filipinos will be 
troubled by the inability of their bishops to 
lay claim to apostolic succession. They are 
not particular about such matters. Aglipay 
himself once asked an American correspond- 
ent the name of the Protestant pope, and 
nodded gravely when he was informed by an- 
other native that the queen of England filled 
the office. It is not likely that the new 
church will alter the service. Father Agli- 
pay and his priests will say mass as it has 
been said in the Philippines for generations; 
they will hear confessions and give absolu- 
tion. There will be no change apparent to 
the people, except that the hated friars will 
not officiate. The Roman church is con- 
fronted with a grave problem. It is in dan- 
ger of losing the allegiance of a large body 
of native Christians, laymen and priests. 
The defection of the priests will involve an 
incalculable damage to the church, for the 
Spanish friars can no longer gu into the 
provinces, and the new priests, no matter 
whence they may come, will not be able to 
speak to the people in their native tongues. 
It has always been taken for granted that 
the Filipinos would remain loyal to the 
Roman Catholic church and to its authori- 
ties. Undoubtedly they will remain loyal 
to the forms of that church—Protestantism | 
will not make many converts among them 
but there are signs of a lack of loyalty to 
Rome. The vatican will have to look more 
closely after its children in the Philippines 
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or they will stray from the fold. The news 
of the Manila schism may induce the vatican 
to move more rapidly in the direction of the 
removal from the Philippines of the friars, 
whose presence interferes with the peace of 
the islands and the church. 


FREE DELIVERY. 

The officials of the, postoffice department 
look forward now to the extension of rural 
free delivery throughout the entire United 
States. They have made their estimates as 
to what it will cost to deliver letters on every 
American farm or plantation in the sparsely 
settled and thickly settled parts of the coun- 
try. The cost will not be trifling, To deliver 
every rural American his. mail will take 
about $24,000,000.a year.’ Should the pres- 
ent service be extended at the rate of 12,000 
routes a year until the 700,000 square miles 
of territory yet to be covered have been 
taken care of, there will be for several years 
an annual deficit in postal revenues of from 
$8,000,000 to $10,000,000. The deficit will, 
it is asserted,’ disappear gradually as the 
revennes increase by reason of the improved 
postal facilities | 

Not many years ago rural free delivery 
was a questionable sort of experiment, The 
farmers, for whose benefit it was intended, 
did not in all quarters take kipdly to it. 
They are not eager seekers after novelties, 
and the idga of abandoning the customery 
trip to the village postoffice for mail, a trip 
which gave them a welcome opportunity to 
gossip with neighbors and discuss crops 
and elections, was not altogether attractive 
to them. But they appreciate fully now the. 
advantages of the new departure. There is 
an increasing pressure for the establishment 
of rural routes, and the representative of a 
country district who cannot secure some- 
thing in this line for his constituents runs 
the risk. of losing his popularity. 

So strong is the pressure for rural free de- 
livery that the postoffice department officials 
are not dealing with a remote question when 
they prepare estimates of the gross cost of 
a complete rural service. But while the 
cost will be large it will not frighten Amer- 
jeans. Indeed, they are in the habit of loox- 
ing unmoved on much larger appropriatious 
for far less useful purposes. 

It may well be that. when the letter 
carrier makes his trips to every farmer's 
gate the farmers will make a more ex- 
tensive use of the mails than they do now, 
and that the revenues of the department will 
expand as they have in the past whenever 
better facilities have been provided. Even 
if this were not to be the case, the general 
welfare will be promoted by an expendi- 
ture which brings the farmers of the United 
States into.closer touch with the busy world, 
from which most of them are so far removed.

The jury had no alternative but to 
find in the affirmative, and thereupon the 
police immediately took charge of the coihs 
in behalf of the king and dispatched them to 
the home office (department of the interior) 
to await the orders of Edward VII. with re- 
gard to their final disposition. 
The London and County bank, on whose 
premises the money was found, have no 
right whatsoever to the treasure trove or to 
any portion thereof, and its management 
has joined the people of Colchester in a 
humble appeal to the King that he will either 
lend or donate the coins to the local museum.
